Long before her books began to sell in a big way in America, Sigrid Undset’s 
novels enjoyed an enormous vogue in Germany, where they were published 
by Ruetten and Loening of Frankfurt-am-Main. One evening in the summer 
of 1927 I was taking supper after the opera with Dr. Oswald, one of the 
partners of this firm. He told me that they were publishing another admirable 
Norwegian novelist, Olay Duun. He said that Duun’s great six-volume 
novel, THE PEOPLE OF JUVIK, had been recommended to him by Fru Undset as 
a work of the first import ince. Limmediately secured the Norwegi ian original 
and asked Mr. Chater, in our London office, to read it and report upon it. 

Mr. Chater I ought to say, not only translates our Norwegian and Danish 
books, but has been almost entirely responsible for the selection of those we 
have published. My publishing interest in Duun was checked momentarily 
when I saw Harpers announce a novel by him called THE Goop CONSCIENCE, 
for I found it difficult to understand then, as I still do, why a publisher 
should introduce a distinguished foreign writer with anything other than 
his best work. THE GOOD CONSCIENCE was certainly not Duun’s best, and when 
I discovered that his other books were free I planned to embark on the 
publication of the whole six volumes of THE PEOPLE OF JUVIK. 
















Three have so far appeared and they have sold as follows: THE TROUGH OF 
THE WAVE 1063; THE BLIND MAN 556; THE BIG WEDDING 372. Not a very 
admirable record this, but lam not at all discouraged. A writer as important 
as Duun will always, later if not sooner, find his audience, and with op1N IN 
FAIRYLAND I believe the sale of the series will begin to pick up, for the later 
volumes, I am assured, are considerably more exciting than the earlier ones. 








I have already published books by five Nobel Prize winners, Von Heiden 
stam, Hamsun, Reymont, Undset and Mann. I suspect that one of these days 
Duun will make the sixth. Anyway, when I was in Denmark and Norway 
this winter I was told by literally evervone to whom I mentioned Duun's 
name not to give him up, that he was absolutely first class and almost certain 
sooner or later to get the Nobel Prize for Literature. As a matter of fact 
I believe he missed this distinction one year by only a single vote. Inci- 
dentally he writes in the difficult Norwegian dialect known as Landsmaal 
and I was amused to be told by certain quite cultivated Norwegians that 
they read him in English in preference to Norwegian.

This IS A REPORT of my two days’ inspec- 
tion of your store and your methods of 
conducting a book department. 

This report will cover three separate 
periods—A. Conditions as they were be- 
tore you put in stock control and other 
methods of improvement; B. What you 
have accomplished by these methods; and 
C. Possible suggestions for changes which 
might improve your distribution of books. 

\. Past Conditions 
Seven years ago you had a stock on hand 
of over $50,000 retail. You were getting 
a turnover of little better than one. Your 
losses in mark downs of worthless stock 
were over 6% of sales. Certainly this pic- 
ture was discouraging, to say the least. I 
doubt very much that even with this large 
stock you then carried, that you had in 
stock, or could find if asked for, as many 
titles wanted by the people of Springfield 
as you have today. This condition was 
perhaps a little worse than the average 
oookseller of that time, but the curious 
thing is that you were then regarded by 
publishers as a good account. 


8B. Present Conditions. 


_ With your stock control system what you 
ave accomplished is little short of miracu-

thereby increasing your turnover 
a little better than 1 to over 6% 

You have cut your losses in dead 
stock from 6% of sales to 1% of sales. 
Your total volume of sales in books, even 
for the terrible year of 1931, is in excess 
of your volume of seven years ago. ‘This 
is something which very few, if any, book- 
stores in this country can show. Your 
record of stock on hand shows that only 
3% of the total has been in your store over 
20 months and this 3% is made up mostly 
of Bibles and fine bindings which, as every- 
one knows, is slow moving at best. Let us 
compare this 3% of stock over 20 months 
old with the average bookstore in this coun- 
try. My personal opinion is that the aver- 
age percent of stock over two years old in 
the bookstores of America will be nearer 
50% of the total stock on hand. 

An analysis of your stock on hand of 
current books gave me quite a shock. | 
expected to find many important books not 
there but instead I found most of them 
prominently displayed on your counters. 
You have, by the way, a much larger space 
devoted to books than many stores doing 
your volume and, not only is your store 
in the very best location in the city, but 
you have given the best of your space to 
books. 

An analysis of your sales shows that 88% 
of sales comes from books on hand and 
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12% from special orders. First I doubt 
very much whether records are kept of 
special orders taken in other stores so that 
this percent can be compared with others. 
As nearly as | can estimate it, however, | 
doubt if this percent is much higher than 
ours. I do believe, however, that your 
sales people do a much better job at getting 
special orders than most stores and | know 
that you make a much more careful study 
of these special orders than any other store 
in America. Your analysis of these special 
order records and the ordering for stock of 
any title that shows a possible sale of two 
or three copies a year, proves conclusively 
that you are filling the wants of the people 
of Springfield. Your method of checking 
the entire stock every two weeks, oftener 
on quick-moving titles, in addition to your 
method of reporting the last copy sold or 
when the stock of quick-moving titles is 
low, insures your having on hand at all 
times an adequate number of copies of both 
shelf and counter stock. 

All your sales are at full retail price 
which, of course, means that you do no 
‘library business.” When public libraries 
bought from bookstores at a ten percent 
discount it meant at best, from the book- 
seller’s point of view as to profits, turning 
a new dollar for an old. ‘Therefore it is, 
in my opinion, no loss to the individual 
bookseller that public library business has 
gone to jobbers and publishers. It is, how- 
ever, a great loss to publishers, and possibly 
the public, that this business no longer goes 
through bookstores doing a volume of busi- 
ness like yours because when your store did 
a library business it allowed you to buy 
and show from one to five copies of the 
limited appeal type of book. By having 
this type of book on your counters you 
were able to sell a few copies of some of 
the titles to individual buyers and provided 
you knew your “public library” habits of 
buying, you had a sure market for the bal- 
ance. As most of the smaller public libra- 
ries usually get around to buying this type 
of book from one month to two months 
after publication date, this meant a display 
on your counters for this period of time 
which is one of the best forms of advertis- 
ing I know. If publishers had realized this 
aspect of the picture they might have pre- 
vented jobbers cutting prices to public li- 
braries to a point where it is suicide for 
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the bookseller if he attempts to meet thei, 

These are the high spots of my sury\e\ 
and prove to me, at least, that vou are 
doing a good job at supplying the needs 
and wants of your community, and the 
curious thing is, that with your house in 
order, the publishers regard you as a very 
poor account. Part of this feeling, in my 
opinion, is due to a lack of knowledge o} 
what your problem was and how you have 
cleaned house. Part is due to the policy 
you were forced to adopt of buying the 
greater bulk of your purchases from the 
jobber. This policy, as I understand it. 
was adopted for two reasons, first because 
it was the only way you could keep your 
buyer from buying more than you could 
sell, and second, because you can get 
quicker service and more cooperation from 
the jobber than by buying direct and, in 
great many cases, better discounts than the 
publishers have been willing, in the past, 
to grant. This matter of short discounts 
for your type of buying is, I believe, due 
entirely to a lack of knowledge on the part 
of the publishers as to what you have ac- 
complished in giving a service to your cus- 
tomers. Your purchases from jobbers are 
over 60% of your total, whereas mine are 
less than 5%. Whether, from your point 
of view, it would be better to do more of 
your buying direct from publishers is open 
to argument, but there is no question, in 
my opinion, as to whether, it is better from 
the publishers’ point of view that you buy 
direct from them. First, because over 60% 
of your purchases are made, so far as the) 
are concerned, at the discount which the) 
grant to jobbers. Second, and more in- 
portant, publishers have no knowledge ot 
how individual titles are selling in your 
locality. If you should sell 25 or 50 copies 
of a given title in a week, publishers know 
nothing about it, whereas, if they knew, it 
might mean the discovery of a way to make 
that title sell all over the country. Third, 
other things being equal, it is economically 
better for both publisher and retailer to 
deal directly, rather than through a third 
party. Fourth, it is becoming more and 
more difficult for publishers to find ind 
vidual and independent booksellers to 
whom they can sell their products with a 
fair chance of getting paid. Your financial 
position today guarantees to them that 
every bill will be paid. Your excellent 
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(nancial position, however, is not due to 
vour success in solving some of the most 
dificult problems of bookselling, but rather 
in spite of your book department. Of the 
eight different branches of your store the 
book department, while it has the best turn- 
over of all the others, shows the least gross 
profit. This is not due to the fact that you 
buy from jobbers because six out of the 
remaining seven departments of your busi- 
ness show a much greater gross profit than 
the Old Corner which buys over 95% of 
its total direct from publishers. It does 
prove conclusively that the gross profit for 
the book industry does not compare favor- 
ably with closely allied lines. When a way 
can be found to make the retailing of books 
4 profitable venture, the whole book indus- 
try will be successful, and not until such 
time. 

C. Possible Suggestions for Changes 

There are two separate and distinct 
points in selling books to the public—first, 
‘illing the wants or needs of a community 
and second, selling, by direct or indirect 
methods, books which the public does not 
know it wants or needs. ‘The first part 
vou are doing as well or better than anyone 
clse in the business. ‘The second part you 
do as well as can be expected when you are 
limited, as are most bookstores, by the tre- 
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Interior of Johnson's Bookstore. 
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mendous risks involved. No bookseller can 
afford to take these risks of potential sales 
nor can publishers take the risk with any 
and every bookseller. “There is a chance 
however of both publisher and_ bookseller 
making additional sales of this second 
group of books in a bookstore such as yours. 
You have the space, your accurate stock 
records will prevent the piling up of worth- 
less stock, and you have in the people of 
Springfield a potential market for certain 
types of books which you cannot afford to 
buy. As an example of what I mean let 
us suppose that a publisher’s traveler shows 
you ten titles. Under present conditions 
you buy from one to ten copies of four out 
of the ten shown, thereby passing up en- 
tirely six titles. Supposing instead of tak- 
ing only four titles you took seven titles 
thereby showing three more titles on your 
counters. If you took five copies of each of 
the three titles and at the end of two 
months had sold three copies of each title, 
there would be nine books which otherwise 
would not be sold in your community. 
This would be a distinct advantage to the 
publisher and the author and possibly the 
consumer, but a distinct loss to you because 
of the six copies unsold. I believe, how- 
ever, that there are ten or a dozen far- 
sighted publishers who will see this addi- 
tional market for their books and make

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arrangements with you so that you can 
return to them for a full credit any unsold 
copies and also make you a flat discount on 
everything you buy, whether one or fifty 
copies, provided you place all your orders 
for their books direct with them. It will 
be a profit to them because it will mean 
not only added sales but at a discount less 
than they are now allowing the jobber, 
who is at present selling you the greater 
bulk of your books. My suggestion is to 
make such an arrangement with not over 
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twelve publishers in order to give it a fair 
test. JI am sure that there are many pub- 
lishers who would be interested in making 
such a test from a laboratory point of view 
if for no other reason. If such a test 
proves that both publisher and_ bookseller 
can and do profit by such a plan, there is a 
good chance of many of our bookseller 
brothers putting their houses in order so 
that publishers will be willing and glad to 
make the same sort of arrangements with 
them. 


France and the American Nove!| 


Maurice Edgar Coindreau 


Assistant Professor of Modern Languages, Princeton University 


THE UNIVERSALITY otf art is one of the 
clichés which lecturers always use with suc- 
cess. It is a utopia such as will satisfy those 
who enjoy idealistic dreams, but like all 
utopias it is as false as dangerous. An art 
which has become universal would cease 
ipso facto to be an art. What makes the 
greatness of Shakespeare, Racine or Goethe 
is the fact that the first is essentially Eng- 
lish, the second essentially French and the 
third essentially German. The great French 
musicians are Debussy and Ravel. One 
could no more conceive them born in Berlin 
than one could imagine Wagner born in 
Paris. Whatever internationalists may say, 
art is fundamentally a national product and 
in all works of art there will always be 
some aspect which the stranger will never 
understand. Thus Voltaire treated Shake- 
speare as a barbarian because his tragedies 
violated the tradition of French classicism 
in too many respects. Later, when Victor 
Hugo introduced this Shakespearian tech- 
nique so opposed to the genius of the race, 
he succeeded only in producing puerile 
dramas for which the French theater has 
no reason to be proud. A similar result 
occurred when, in the eighteenth century, 
the Spaniards introduced into Spain the 
strict discipline of French tragedy. Races 
are as different as individuals. ‘To believe 
in the possibility of a universal art is as 
absurd as to attempt to design a style of 
dress that could be worn with equal ele- 
gance by everyone. 
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This does not mean that all intellectual 
contact between foreigners is impossible. 
For indeed there is common ground among 
all, the limits of which are marked by the 
particular character of each country. The 
points on which contact can be established 
correspond always to traits entirely national 
in the readers. In other words, a foreign 
work interests us only inasmuch as we find 
in it what our heredity and our personal 
tastes have accustomed us to find in the 
works of our own country. The love for a 
book is not different from the love for a 
person. One loves only the reflection of 
oneself. “The symbol of Francois de Curel, 
“The Danse béfore the Mirror,” will re- 
main eternally true. When the reader of 
a foreign novel thinks he is searching for 
the understanding of souls unknown to him 
he is really pursuing the image of his soul 
beyond the frontiers of his own country. 
The more the novel makes him feel at home, 
the more it pleases him. Thus American 
tourists who go to Europe to learn its 
features thoroughly enjoy themselves onl) 
in places which recall America to them. 

The knowledge of national psychologies 
is therefore indispensable to the publisher 
who wants to sell his books abroad. An in 
sufficient comprehension of the psychology 
of the French people is perhaps the cause 
for American astonishment at the choice 
which Parisian publishers make among 
American novels. If France disdains the 
majority of the best sellers and preters 
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works which have less appeal in America, 
it is because only in them does she find what 
her public has always been searching for in 
literature. 

The Frenchman is essentially a realist. 
He was so in the Middle Ages just as he is 
to-day. Consequently a novel will please 
him only if it reflects an exact picture of 
life, And since there is more misery than 
beauty in the world, his literature is tainted 
with pessimism and sadness. ‘This funda- 
mental trait of the French people explains 
another of their qualities. In order to see 
life as it is one must have the gift of obser- 
vation, the talent for psychological penetra- 
tion; and that demands great courage. The 
French will never content themselves with 
superficial observation. “The mask which 
everyone carries before his face to fool his 
neighbor and to fool himself does not inter- 
est them. They insist on knowing what lies 
behind the actions of men. A deeply rooted 
scepticism makes them distrustful. Before 
giving to a character a “priz de vertu’ they 
want to be sure that he deserves it. In 
order to be sure therefore that they are not 
being deceived, they demand of the author 
a piercing psychological analysis. The great 
art of psychology has, so to speak, suffered 
no eclipse in France; for, even in the 
romantic period, when it seemed in great 
danger, at the time when the unbridled 
imagination of the writers led them to 
puerile follies, one finds men like Balzac 
and Stendhal who refused to be duped. 
Their reputation rises each day while the 
novels of Hugo and Dumas, which were 
entertaining at the moment, are now classed 
as historical curiosities. “The cleverness of 
the fiction and the interest of the action 
alone could not save them from oblivion. 
lor the French these are of secondary im- 
portance. From the “Princesse de Cleves” 
to “A la Recherche du Temps Perdu,” one 
can say that the masterpieces of the French 
novel have little action. Nor are they novels 
of ideas. Ideas have only an ephemeral in- 
terest, and it is especially in this domain that 
one is particularly apt to make mistakes. 
lhe great French novels are either analyses 
of manners or psychological studies, dis- 
sections of the human heart with its great- 
ness and its weakness. 

It is then easy to understand why French 
publishers run instinctively to the most 
realistic American writers. They find in 
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Sherwood Anderson, Theodore Dreiser, 
Sinclair Lewis and the representatives of 
the young post-war school a frank and cour- 
ageous vision of the realities of existence 
besides the documentary value so precious 
to people always curious to know what 
their dislike of travel prevents them from 
observing with their own eyes. For this 
reason such works as those of Willa Cather, 
for instance, have little chance of interest- 
ing the French publishers of the moment. 
They might have been well received at the 
end of the nineteenth century, when Octave 
Feuillet and George Ohnet were the pub- 
lic’s favorites. “The present generation is 
harder to please. 

The vogue which the young American 
school enjoys to-day in Paris has also an- 
other origin. 

In the post-war literature in France, a 
phenomenon occurred quite similar to that 
which transformed Spanish literature at the 
end of the nineteenth century. ‘The genera- 
tion of ’98 in Spain was born of a deep 
discontent followed by a natural and in- 
stinctive urge of escape. It happens period- 
ically that nations feel the necessity of over- 
throwing the old traditions and of exploring 
the regions of the unknown and the new. 
This happens after great crises, after deep 
social upheavals, when people see their 
illusions sink and discover through painful 
experience that they have long been de- 
ceived. A more or less deep discouragement 
follows the revision of values and the dis- 
illusion which is its natural consequence. 
And just as invalids believe that by a change 
of atmosphere they will more easily cure 
their illness, so the mind seeks imaginary 
worlds where it will be possible to forget 
the miseries of a world no longer satisfying. 
The greater the distance of escape the bet- 
ter. ‘Thus France fundamentally realistic 
falls on such occasions into idealism and ro- 
manticism,—dreams of platonism in the 
sixteenth century, romantic tourbillons in 
the nineteenth succeeding the sneering in- 
sensibility of the eighteenth, post-war nihil- 
ism of the dadaistes and quest of the abso- 
lute of the surréalistes. As for America, 
still full of the romantic idealism of a young 
and strong country it is into realism that 
she tries to-day to escape from herself. 
Generally speaking these escapades into 
regions contrary to the nature of the people 
do not last very long. The platonic poets 
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of the Renaissance laughed at themselves 
at the end of their careers, and romanticism 
in France flared for an instant and died. 
As for dadaisme and surréalisme, manifesta- 
tions of the post-war “inquiétude” they 
have already yielded place to the movement 
of “reconstruction” of which Benjamin 
Crémieux, with such keenness, places the 
beginning in 1931.* Novels like “Claire” 
by Jacques Chardonne or “Saint-Saturnin”’ 
of Jean Schlumberger recontinue the old 
tradition of the psychological fiction. As 
far as America is concerned, it is impossible 
to foresee how long the realistic movement 
will last, but one can already notice slight 
retreat among those who seemed the most 
radical. One needs only compare for in- 
stance “The Sun also Rises” and “A Fare- 
well to Arms,” the affairs of Brett with 
Catherine Barkley’s romantic love for Fred- 
erick Henry. 

As short as these escapes may be, they 
are none the less beneficial. ‘They give flexi- 
bility to the national art, they enrich it with 
new elements, they arouse healthy curiosi- 
ties. If, moreover, two countries suffer at 
the same time from the same malady, a 
bond of fraternity is at once created be- 
tween them. Such a bond to-day unites 
France and the United States. For it is a 
trait common to all invalids to seek com- 
panions in misfortune. Human nature is 
so constituted that the ill fortune of others 
consoles one in one’s own. ‘The post-war 
generation in France turned towards the 
post-war generation in America as the 
young romantic of 1830 turned towards 
Germany where they found Werthers able 
to understand them. ‘The Americans are 
Dos Passos, Hemingway and their illus- 
trious elders, all if not in open rebellion at 
least deeply dissatisfied. 

A book like ‘Manhattan Transfer” which 
the Nouvelle Revue Francaise published in 
1928 aroused the unanimous praise of the 
critics. The novel had every quality to 
please. For the first time the French saw 
New York as they imagined it to be, with 
all the miseries and depravations of a 
great city. They felt the swarming of 
its life and took interest in the characters 
because they felt in them the same unrest

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which at that time also tormented French; 
youth. The malady from which Jimm) 
Herf suffered was this same new “mal dy 
siecle” which affected the heroes of Philippe 
Soupault, and other characters “a la 
dérive,’ post-war products which wil! 
leave as deep a mark in literature as 
Werther, René or Chatterton. 

The new technique used in “Manhat- 
tan Transfer” was another reason for its 
success. The importance which the French 
attach to form is too often forgotten. Con- 
trary to what happens in the United States, 
a book is never judged in France chiefly 
from either the moral point of view or the 
point of view of ideas. It is primaril\ 
from an artistic point of view. Is the 
novel well or badly constructed? Does it 
bring something new to the art of writing? 
These are the first questions which critics 
consider. Part of Hemingway’s success is 
due to his superb technique, and it is also 
for his technique that William Faulkner 
interests the French publishers of to-day. 
The timid souls must not be frightened. 
The reputation of America will in no way 
suffer from the fact that it appears to the 
French through books which are not always 
flattering. The French are too old to have 
any illusions about human nature. ‘The 
know that in all latitudes men are always 
the same. If the contemporary American 
novelists presented their compatriots 
adorned with all the virtues, French read- 
ers would not believe them. Realizing that 
truth was not there, they would put these 
books aside. Because the first two stories 
by Faulkner published in French are “Dry 
September” and “A Rose for Emily,’ no 
one will think that lynching Negroes is the 
favorite and daily occupation of the Amer- 
icans any more than one would think that 
American ladies are in the habit of keeping 
decomposing corpses in their bedrooms. 

Far from harming the reputation of 
their country, post-war American novelists 
have enabled the United States to take a 
prominent place among the first nations of 
the literary world, and for that they 
deserve the admiration not only of foreign 
countries but of their own compatriots 
even though they may sometimes be 1n- 
clined to consider themselves as misrep- 
resented.

Production in a Buyers’ Market 


“ABILITY TO PRODUCE is unable to 
translate itself into ability to purchase.” 
This, says Sir Arthur Salter in “Recovery: 
The Second Effort,” is the center of the 
present world disorganization. It can be 
applied perfectly to the booktrade. ‘he 
possibilities of wider markets which have 
grown in the past decade have stimulated 
authorship; the widespread change in 
world order has brought to the surface 
many good subjects for discussion, and in 
increasing numbers every year colleges and 
graduate schools are teaching people to 
translate their ideas into printed words. 
The same decade has seen the number of 
publishers doubled as well as the machinery 
for putting into book form the results of 
all this ferment grow until it has reached 
a point where presses and binderies could 
easily produce five times as many books as 
could be sold. 

And then what? Just as this headway 
reaches its highest point “the ability to 
produce becomes unable to translate itself 
into the ability to purchase.” A buyer’s 
market ensues and continues all the time 
the balance is slowly and carefully cor- 
rected. Although the present condition 
seems thoroughy discouraging, we venture 
to say that by the time the adjustment is 
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made the booktrade will have made cus- 
tomers of many people who had never be- 
fore been interested in books, for the ef- 
forts made to display books better, sell 
them better, and to watch more carefully 
the public’s taste in books will build up 
an entirely new stratum of book buyers. 
Especially during this time must the pub- 
lisher recognize the importance of the book- 
store as an outlet, and instead of querously 
questioning the energy and_ abilities of 
those who distribute books, they must work 
together with the retailers patiently, in- 
telligently and hopefully. This is no time 
for producers to be petulantly critical of 
distributors. Production power has got 
ahead of buying power, and the task of re 
adjustment is not a slight one. 


The Joint Board 


‘THE ENGLISH BOOKTRADE, which is con- 
gratulating itself on the progress made 
toward reorganization and greater stability, 
has found its greatest strength in the Joint 
Board of Publishers and Booksellers whose 
opinions and activities have so greatly 
helped the trade to a sounder basis. Our 
own Joint Board is meeting regularly for 
similar discussion, and many of the most 
dificult problems of the trade are being 
turned to it for its opinions. “The import- 
ance of its work will depend on the sound- 
ness of its comments on trade problems, 
and its power can only come by being 
steadily persistent in pushing its decisions. 
As so much may-depend on its deliberations, 
it is well for the trade to be constantl\ 
aware of the importance of its work and 
to be willing to give to its deliberations 
careful consideration and support. ‘The

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Copyright Unexpectedly Comes 
to Life in House 


\s WE GO TO PRESS copyright has suddenly 
and unexpectedly come to the front again 
‘1 Washington, and Congressman Sirovich 
has introduced still another bill which 1s 
numbered H. R. 12425. An examination 
of this bill indicates that it would not be 
satisfactory to many of those who have 
worked through the year to bring forward 
some suitable measure, but it has time on 
the floor and may pass. ‘This new bill is 
being strongly campaigned for by the 
Broadcasters’ Association of Chicago, an 
organization which covers all but the 
larger broadcasting groups. “Their amend- 
ment would change the status of the Amer- 
ican Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers by leaving with the court the 
right to set the amount of damage in case 
of an infringement. There is also an amend- 
ment proposed by the motion picture ex- 
hibitors which would make it certain that 
there would be only one fee collected for 
the public use of music. 

Besides these two changes, there appear 
on first reading to be a number of amend- 
ments similar to those that have been from 
time to time proposed by the American So- 
ciety of Composers, Authors and Publish- 
ers, and Congressman Sirovich says these 
have been introduced at the request of 
Congressman Lanham of Texas. ‘These 
amendments introduce several new difficul- 
ties and problems, and the Publishers’ 
eekly believes that Congress should not 
pass the bill until these amendments have 
been most carefully scrutinized. 

In the election year the opinion of a 
croup of broadcasters might have a great 
deal of weight in Congress, and they be- 
lieve they will have the votes of over 120 
Congressmen in favor of their amendments, 
ind this group will make a strong fight. If 
the bill is passed, its chances in the Senate 
will be problematical, as Senator Hebert 
is known to be antagonistic to some of the 
drafting in the Sirovich Bill and would be 
more antagonistic to this amended _ bill. 
he Publishers’ Association has sent to 
Washington its protest against the hasty 
inclusion of these amendments which have 
not been studied by all the groups affected 
oy copyright law. Such amendments may 
have effects not intended by their sponsors. 
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Remainder Problem Has Center 
of Stage 


Ir 1s veRY difficult for those immersed in 
the book business to get sufficiently detached 
to get a clear idea of the public’s point of 
view toward the business of books, but we 
firmly believe that the spectacular spread 
of the sale of remainders has made the 
public price conscious and that some of the 
present difficulties of retailers and of pub- 
lishers are to no small extent tied up with 
this continuing dumping of overstock. 

The proposal was made last year that 
publishers would serve themselves well if 
every single book which they had in sheets 
unbound for which there was to be no 
market in the next few years should be 
turned into old paper and sold. If the 
accumulation of such books were sold at 
once, the paper could be de-inked and some 
salvation of investment thus made. 

A few years ago remainders were sold 
through the annual sales of bookshops, and 
stores issued bargain catalogs which went 
mostly to those who knew what remainders 
were and how they came to be. Lately, 
largely through the activities of one New 
York dealer, remainders have been piled in 
the window of every drug store in the 
country and the public has been getting the 
impression that almost any book would 
soon appear under such _ circumstances, 
marked down from about $5 to $1.25. 
The public’s expectation that such books 
can thus be obtained has been reinforced 
by the fact that many standard books have 
been manufactured for this market, and 
publishers have leased the plates of some 
of their books to remainder outlets which 
then proceeded to print new editions to 
exploit, thus continuing the irritation and 
the damaging effect to general business. 

This continual attack on the price level 
of books is something that the publishers 
should stop at all hazards, as it is under- 
mining the very basis of book publishing. 
Unless some action is taken the publishers 
will be continuing to educate the public 
against buying current books and each new 
title that appears will compete with un- 
profitable merchandise. In next week’s 
issue the Publishers Weekly will outline 
the consensus of opinion of a number of 
important publishers on this problem.

Making Windows Sell 


Shops m Small Cities 


‘THE BOOKSHOP in a small city or a 
suburban center has a display problem 
which differs to a slight extent from that 
of the metropolitan store. The small city 
shop is a community shop, usually, and 
communities differ in taste rather more 
than large cities. “The bookseller knows 
how important it is to study the taste of 
his particular center and to keep his stock 
complete in accordance with that taste. The 
same thing, naturally, applies to window 
displays. “The community whose composite 
taste runs to light love stories will not ap- 
preciate or respond to a display of the 
latest “sophisticated” novel, nor will a dis- 
play of books on the Southwest make as 
many sales in Newburyport, Mass. as it 
would in Flagstaff, Arizona. The prize- 


winning display for this week, for instance, 
featuring a book on cacti was very success- 
ful in the California shop in which it ap 
peared. It probably would not have dene 
so well in an Eastern town. 

Beyond this selectivity of subject, the 
technique of display in a small city is ver) 
much like that of the metropolitan store. 
Displays must be kept fresh and _ up-to- 
date; they must be well-designed, not too 
crowded or too “modernistic’ ; eyelevel dis- 
play should be made wherever possible, and 
the windows should be changed often. Pe 
haps a community store can get along with 
a little less sensational display than a store 
in a big city, but the manager might do 
well to remember that even though he may 
know every one in town by his first name, 
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+ doesn’t do any harm to startle them oc- 
( sionally. 

The community bookstore can tie up 
with many different sorts of community ac- 
tivities. Womens’ clubs, garden clubs, 
nusic societies, high school graduations, 
‘tc., all offer occasionally the opportunity 
tor a tie-up either with books as a general 
subject or with a particular title or group 
of titles. Once a community can be shown 
that the store is interested in community 
activities and welfare it will become loyal 
to a surprising degree. One of tne best 
ways oft making this interest known is 
through the shop window. If the woman’s 
club is sponsoring a lecture, a card an- 
nouncing the time, the place and the sub- 
ject, surrounded by books relating to the 
talk will create interest. If graduation is 
near, photographs of previous commence- 
ments, of the Senior class officers, of the 
school buildings can be worked into a win-

Dollar books should be displayed every 
once in a while and can be treated rather 
more sensationally than higher priced fic- 
tion or non-fiction, as they will have the 
greatest appeal to the non-buyer. Seasonal 
displays are also effective. Garden books 
in the Spring, fishing books in the fishing 
season, camping and nature books in the 
summer, sports in the fall, etc., etc. Once 
or twice a year an overstock sale with a 
window display that correctly emphasizes 
the nature of the sale will help to bring in 
new customers. 

The best thing to remember is that the 
function of a show window is to interest 
as many people as possible. Just how that 
can be done can best be worked out by the 
individual shop.

New Book Club Experiment 


‘Tue Lrrerary GuILp now begins another 
experiment in distribution methods by put- 
ting into limited use the plan described 
two months ago in the Publishers’ Weekly 
of selling its subscriptions through book- 
Six bookstores, members of the 
A.B.A., including the Putnam Bookstore 
and the Doubleday, Doran Bookshops in 
New York City are conducting an experi- 
mental trial of this method of distribution, 
which will be recommended to bookstores 
generally only if it is found successful. 
Under this plan the store puts the actual 
(juild editions on sale, and in soliciting 
orders the customer is asked to sign a card 
which reads, for example, as follows: 

“Put me down to receive, on free ap- 
proval each month, the selection of the 
Literary Guild. I will either return the 
selection to you within one week, or, if I 
keep it, you may charge my account $2, 
regardless of how much more the regular 
edition may cost. “This membership en- 
titles me to all privileges enjoyed by Guild

crisis in the whole plan of low subscription 
rates or else necessitate the abandonment 
by the publishers of their support of this 
method of distribution. 

The recent report of the Norton Com- 
mittee on its analysis of the Cheney Survey 
stressed the fact that, while not antagonistic 
to clubs, the Committee felt that the cut 
price rates of clubs were a disadvantage to 
the book industry. This differentiation be- 
tween types of book clubs brings again to 
the front the questions raised by the devel- 
opment of the Literary Guild, which, 
though projected at an earlier date, came 
into the field of mail-order selling after the 
Book-of-the- Month Club. The latter Club 
at first sold books at the regular list prices 
without premiums, but built its sales argu- 
ment on the fact that its subscribers got an 
expert selective service. The Guild changed 
the line of sales argument to one of em- 
phasis on price, stating that, just as people 
bought magazines on a year’s subscription 
basis at a lower price, if they bought books 
on the same plan, they would save money. 
The Book-of-the-Month Club, until lately, 
bought its books as manufactured by the 
publisher at a discount that ran to 70% on 
the list price. “The Literary Guild on the 
other hand rented the plates at a flat price 
to the author and the original publisher, 
and manufactured editions according to the 
size of its expected need, paying the same 
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rental amount whether it printed 30,000 or 
50,000. ‘This method made it possible to 
print beyond the immediate subscription 
needs without extra royalty or payment to 
the original publisher and to use these extra 
copies for later premium purposes. 

The Literary Guild originally asked 
booksellers to take part in this campaign, 
which they refused to do because of their 
belief that it would be impractical to put 
books on sale at two different prices in the 
same outlet. Bookstores and the A.B.A. 
are now experimenting with the idea, and 
they also are thus experimenting with the 
plan of extending to customers the priv- 
ilege of returning books, which books they 
will in turn send back to the Guild. 

Publishers, questioned about this new 
move, express anxiety as to the effect on 
their own situation, as it is the Guild’s idea 
that the original publisher shall take but a 
small sum for the use of his plates and be 
contented with the hope that the publicity 
given by the initial distribution would bring 
increased sale at full prices by which their 
overhead could be made up. If, however, 
the Guild books are sold through the trade 
channels, some publishers state that they 
believe this will so weaken their income 
from the books that the whole transaction 
may be unprofitable. 


Putnam Bookstore Reorganized 
THe PutTNAM BooxksTorE has been reor- 
ganized as a separate corporation with 
Frank L. Magel as president and treasurer, 
it has been announced. At the same time 
Esser-Frederick, Inc., publishers, have 
opened for business at 234 E. 39th Street, 
New York City. “They have acquired the 
mail order division of G. P. Putnam’s Sons 
of which E. EF. Frederick, president of the 
new concern, was formerly manager. 


What About Bulletin Boards ?

‘Two INSTANCES of apparent victimization 
of bookshops by petty swindlers have come 
to our attention. “The Chaucer Head 
Bookshop, 32 West 47th Street, New 
York City, reports that on May alist, a 
man using the name of John Robertson se- 
lected half a dozen Mosher books and a 
copy of “The Tale of the Emperor Cous- 
tans,’ published by the Kelmscott Press, 
He asked that the books be held for a few 
hours as he wished to visit another book- 
seller. Some hours later he returned and 
made out a check, giving his address as 
Westport, Conn., and saying “Send _ the 
books when the check clears.” As he started 
to leave he hesitated and asked, “May | 
take the Kelmscott book with me? I know 
it isn’t business-like, but I should like to 
have it over the weekend.” His entire con- 
versation was totally disarming. ‘The fol- 
lowing Monday a man telephoned, repre- 
senting himself as the brother of John 
Robertson and asking if the shop would be 
kind enough to hold the check for a day o1 
two as it had been erroneously made on 
his bank. He said his brother, John 
Robertson, would call and give another 
check. ‘This was the last ever heard fron 
him. A letter addressed to Westport, 
Conn., was returned and the check, which 
was made out on the Manufacturer’s Trust 
Co. Bank of 1513 First Ave., New York 
City, was returned signature unknown.

\WHEN A BOOKSELLER happily tells us he 
has sold 250 or 500 or 1000 copies of a 
title we are often tempted to ask if he’d 
be as willing to tell us how many copies of 
that same title he had left on his hands 
when the sale for that particular book 
stopped. We are thinking of the well- 
known bookseller in a large town who sold, 
in two months last year, about 600 copies 
of a $4.50 book. On the strength of this 
sale and with the inducement of an extra 
10% discount, a glib salesman got him 
to increase his order to 1000 copies.

about 350 copies of that same title stare 
him in the face.

The Publishers’ Weekly 
I°ffects of New ‘Tax Bill 


‘THE TAX BILL, which passed the House o) 
April 1st and the Senate in much amende« 
form on May 31st, went immediately t. 
Conference Committee and became a lay 
on June 6th. 

The general sales tax was shelved, al 
though it still has its proponents and may 
be introduced to meet later deficits. 

The clauses which especially affect the 
booktrade are as follows: 

First class postage increases to 3c. but 
with no change on post-cards. The new 
rate goes into effect thirty days after the 
passage of the bill, or July 6th, and ex- 
pires July 1, 1934. Second class rates on 
the advertising pages of magazines increasc 
from Mc, to 3c., according to zone. 

Taxes on telephone messages: 50c. to 
$1 messages, 10c.; $1 to $2, 15c.; and up, 
20c.; telegraph messages, 5%; cable and 
radio, 10c. ‘These begin June 21st and 
end June Ist, 1934. 

Stock transfers, 4c. per $1. Leases oi! 
sate deposit boxes, 10%. 

Corporation income taxes advance from 
12 to 14% with all exemptions to small 
corporations eliminated.

EVERY WEEK IN Books Wanted there are 
some new indications of tendencies in col 
lectors’ tastes, authors whose names are 
coming to the front, probably preparing the 
way for increased interest in their regular 
editions. In the last few weeks the de- 
mand for William Faulkner titles has been 
strongly in evidence; MacLeish’s “Con- 
quistador”” was asked for three times in 
one issue and twice in the next; the col- 
lected edition of Elinor Wylie was imme- 
diately asked for and all firsts by the same 
author; ‘““The Fountain” by Charles Mor- 
gan, just published by Knopf, was wanted 
in the first American and first English edi- 
tion; Morley continues to be a headliner 
among collectors; ‘““Waterless Mountain,” 
which has just won the John Newbery 
Medal, is asked for, as well as “Hitty,” 
which won the Newbery Medal two years 
ago; ‘Good Earth” has been asked for sev- 
eral times. 


CuHarces F. HEARTMAN, of Metuchen, 
N. J., has published “A Check List of 
First Editions of Edgar Allan Poe” com- 
piled by Charles F. Heartman, in a lim- 
ited edition of 240 copies. “‘A Census of 
First Editions and Source Materials by 
Edgar Allan Poe in American Collections,” 
when completed will be divided into three 
distinct groups: a bibliography of the first 
editions of the poet’s separately published 
works; his editorial activities and his con- 
tributions to annuals, magazines and news- 
papers; and a list of the whereabouts of 
his manuscripts and autograph letters. In 
order to notify other research works of 
this undertaking and also to supply, tem- 
porarily, working material for those who 
are collecting Edgar Allan Poe’s first edi- 
tions, this part has been published separate- 
ly at this time. ‘This is not merely a re- 
print of the instalments that have appeared 
in The American Book Collector.

All his many inter- 
‘sts, medical, philosophical, theological and 
political, are illustrated in the exhibition 
ot books and papers from his library now 


being held by J. and E. Bumpus in Oxford 
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Street, London. By his will, which is one 
of the exhibits, Locke bequeathed half of 
his library to Francis Cudworth Masham, 
the son of his friend and benefactor, Lady 
Masham. The books remained at Oates 
in High Laver, Essex, until, many years 
after the house had changed hands, they 
were dispersed at the end of the last cen- 
tury. The other half was inherited by 
Peter King, Locke’s young cousin, who 
later, as chancellor, became Lord King of 
Ockham. It is this portion, which has re- 
mained in the family ever since and is now 
the property of the present Lord Lovelace. 


AMONG THE VALUABLE articles in the
